PITTSBURG, July 28.~A Petrolia spe- 
cial says : ' 'A sensational horsewhipping 
occurred at Millerstown about 8 o'clock 
last eevenirg, in which Peter A. Ratti- 
gan, editor and proprietor of the Herald 
and also present postmaster, figured as 
the victim.

T H E B I G FAIR. 


It Secures a Membership in the 
Middle States Fair Circuit, 
the Largest in 
the 
United States. 


The gentlemen of the Fair assiociation 
held a meeting recently and decided up- 
on holding a fair hwe this year, not- 
withstanding the fact that the soldiers 
reunion precedes it only about two 
weeks. This decision on ;the part of the 
fair manageiB will be hailed with satis- 
faction by every citizen of Allen county 
as well as many in Northern Indiana.

CHICAOO, July 28.—In the anarchiats 
trial August Heun, a printer in the em- 
ploy of Neheror k Klein, was the first 
witness. He "set up" a portion of the 
circular calling for the Haymarket meet- 
ing. The witness got a copy from 
Klein. He got it from the defendant, 
Fischer, who came to the printing office 
about 7 o'clock on the morning of the 
29th. Fischer wrote the German ver- 
sion; witness is positive he wrote the 
following: 
"Workingmen, arm your- 
selves and appear in full force." On 
cross-examination the witness said the 
above line wa3 taken out by 11 o'clock 
in the forenoon.

WASHINGTON, July 36.—The interest in 
pension matters has increafied with the presi- 
dent's vetoes, and I have received a nunaber 
of inquiries lately about the pension bureau 
and its business.

ing in the world. 


The new pension building is a curiosity in 
the way of modem architecture. 
It is mod- 
eled after the old Roman palaces of the Fif- 
teenth century, and is th® only building of 
its kind in America. 
Most of the other gov- 
ernment buildings of Washington are after 
the Greek, and the interior department has a 
portico which is an exact reproduction of the 
Parthenon at Athens. 
This new pension 
building covers about two acres of ground, 
and it consists of a series of large rooms run- 
ning around a great central court, and sur- 
mounteil at the top with a glass roof. 
It has 
three stories of rooms, and the court in its 
center is as big as a one-acre field. It was in 
this great court that the inaugural ball was 
held, and here will be held, in aU probability, 
the inaugural balls of the future. This court 
reminds one of the grand square of St. Mark's, 
in Venice. 
It has arcades or cloisters running 
around its big floor which make you think of 
the grand 
promenade which takes place 
nightly around the piazza of St. Mark's, in 
the arcades by which it is bounded. 
But St. 
Mark's has only the Italian sky to roof it, 
while this pension building is covered by a 
sky of glass, and can be lighted on the darkest 
night by the blaze of the electric light. 
This 
roof is supported by massive columns, each 
containing enough brick to build three two- 
story houses. 
They rise seventy-five feet 
from the floor, and it would be a good-sized 
hall bedroom indeed which could be built 
around one of them. 


These coluRins will probably stand when 
time has thrown the rest of the building into 
ruins, and it may l)e that they will be the 
subject of antiquarian study in the future. 
Professor Merrill, the scientist 
who 
ha.s 
charge of the building stones of the National 
museum, tells me that there is no material 
equal to that of brick for endurance, and fliat 
brick will outlast marble or granite. 
It is 
certain that many of the ruins of Rome c't)n- 
tain bricks which are in as good preservation 
as they were when that city ruled the world, 
and it may be that these bricks of the new 
pension building will be fighting the weatber 
2,000 years from now, when perhaps the Cap- 
itol and the ti-easury and the Washington 
monument will have crumbled into nothing- 
ness. 


The outside of the pension building is of 
thLs red pressed brick, with beautifully carved 
pieces of frieze here and there, and with 
brick columns at the comers, as smooth as 
though they had been cut out by a sculptor. 
The doors are capped with fine mouldings, 
and the keystones of them are the faces of 
mythological characters. 
Clear around the 
second story, just under the windows, there is 
a wide band of yellow frieze, made up of carved 
figures representing the many scenes of army 
and naval warfare. 
The figures of this frieze 
are full of action and are wonderfully life- 
like. 
Here is a column of infantry marching 
along, loaded with guns and knapsacks. Next 
comes the cavalry, the hoi-ses champing the 
bit and 
their 
riders 
flourishing 
sabers. 
Then the artillery drags its heavy cannon, 
and in the next section you may see brave 
sailors dashing through the waves at the 
storming of a port. 
At another place horses 
are pulling ambulances, mules are hauling 
supply wagons, and, in short, for the 1,200 
feet surrounding this building there is one 
continuous changing picture, in bas relief, of 
war scenes. 
This frieze is three feet wide, 
and it well represents the life of those for 
whom the building was built. 


A great many of the employes of the pen- 
sion department ai'e old soldiers, and quite a 
nmnber of them hobble to their work on 
cmtches. 
Many soldiers' widows are em- 
ployed here, and at 4 o'clock you may see a^ 
plentiful springing of women in deep mourn- 
ing, and cripples, among the hundreds who 
rush forth at the close of their woi'k. 
Com- 
missioner Black is himself badly cut up with 
wounds, though none of this shows in his face 
or his figure. He is a very straight man, of 
medium size, with hair and beard which were 
once dark, but are now fast becoming sil- 
vered. 
He has a pleasant face, a bright, blue 
eye, and a rather stiff address. 
He is said to 
be a man of fine business ability, and there is 
no doubt but that he gets as much work out 
of the ¡jension office clerks as any of the com- 
missioners of the past. 
He is now 46 years 
old, is a Peuns3'lvanian by birth, and has 
been an Illinois Democrat for about twenty 
yeai-s. 
Ho has never held a public cffice be- 
fore, but bas been a candidate for congress 
siiveral times. 


The pension ottice is full of relics, and its 
records contain many curiosities. 
I looked 
the other day at the pension papers of James 
G. Blaine's great-grandmother, which gave 
Sarah E. Blauie a pension of $000 a year, 
from the 4th of March, 1848, for the services 
of Blaine s great-grandfather in th? revolu- 
tionaiy war. 
I read land warrants, giving 
John A. Logan, in I8+S, 160 acres of land for 
his services in the Mexican war; and I looked 
at other land warrants granted about this 
time to Abraham Lincohi, Frank Pierce, U. 
S. Grant, William T. Sherman and Jeff Da- 
vis. 
Grant was a second lieutenant then; 
Abe Lincoln was a poor Illinois lawyer; Jeff 
Davis was, I think, secretary of state at the 
time his land warrant was granted, and Te- 
cumseh Shennan was a subordinate officer of 
the araiy with not the best of prospects. 
Abe 
Lincoln's claim Is written in his own hand- 
writuig, and he received his land warrant for 
his services in the Black Hawk war. 
Robert 
E. Lee, who was then at West Point, received 
160 acres of land for his services in the Mex- 
ican war, and I saw also the papers of Gen. 
Scott asking for bounty lands for his services 
in the war of 1812. 


The revolutionary relics of the pension 
office would be a valuable addition to any 
museum. They consist of orderly books, diaries 
and old Bibles which have been sent here to 
substantiate the claims of revolutionary sol- 
diers for ¡tensions. 
The Bibles are numbered 
by hundreds, and ther« must be from five to 
ten bu-sheLs of them. 
They contain the fam- 
ily records of soldiers and their heirs, and are 
used to establish the identitj' of the pension- 
ers. 
In revolutionary days it was the custom 
with our grawlmothers to prick with a needle 
their family history on cloth, or to embroider 
it on canvas iu what were called samplera 
There are many of these here, and I doubt 
not tbe descendants of the people who sent 
them would give the weight of the samplers 
In gold to have them returned. 


The old revolutionary pensioners are fast 
passing away, ani there is no revolutionary 
•oldier who now receives a pension. 
Five 
years ago there were eighty-two widows of 
soldiers of the revolution who got pensions, 
tbero ftr® or Jy aNmt 
that number, 


and witl^n another àve years, or ten years at 
the furthest, the revolutionary war will prob- 
ably be^ blotted from our pension accounts. 
Many oii the soldiers of the late war were 
very young men, but it is probable that with- 
in seventy-five years from now there will not 
be one of them surviving, and our childi-en 
will have to seek some other outlet for the' 
160,000,000 which we now pay out every year 
in pensions to them.. 


I asked* Representative Tom Bayne, who 
posed, you remember, as Blaine's friend dur- 
ing the last presidential campaign, to give me 
the elements of Blaine's popularity. 


"What is it," said I, "that makes Blaine 
such a leader?" 


Col. Bayne replied:- "In the first place 
Blaine is a 
fighter. 
The people admire the 
aggressive, and Blaine knows It. He delights 
in a fight and he is ready to jump into one on 
the slightest provocation. 
Another element 
is the fact that he is such a typical American, 
and that the people believe him so. 
America 
is his country above all other countries, and 
he poses as one of its best proflucts. 
He 
started life as a poor boy and has by his own 
exertions ai'isen to culture, statesmanship, 
wealth and to a point of honor in civil life at- 
tained by few other men in the United States. 
The third element of his popularity is his 
sympathy with his fellow man and his cordial 
friendship with everybody not antagonistic 
to him. 
He ha« a kindly way of meeting 
strangers, and no man ever felt that Blaine 
thought hin^elf above him when he was in 
company with him. 
There is no Republican 
in the country to-day who can call out such a 
burst of enthusiasm as Blaine, and I think if 
our convention was to be held now he would 
be nominated beyond the shadow of a doubt." 


I see that Hugh J. Jewett has rented a 
house in Washington, and that he will have a 
residence here next September. He still holds 
his estate in Ohio, and it may be that he is 
expecting to drift back into political life. 
Hugh J. Jewett Is a 
Maryland 
man by 
birth, and his father was a descendant from 
the Webster family, and was a relative of 
Daniel ^V^ebster. His maternal grandfather 
was an Irish Catholic who became converted 
to Quakerism and who was a nf)ted preacher 
of the Society of Frieiids. Jewett studied law 
in Maryland and then went to Ohio to prac- 
tice. 
He si-ttlod lirst at S t Clairesvilie, and 
from thence dj iited to Zanesville, where he 
began his political career. 
He was made a 
member of the (Jhio Ic^^islatiu-e, and President 
Frank 
Pierce appointed 
him 
the 
United 
States disti-ict attornoy for southern Ohio. 
One of tlie lirst railroads of the west ran 
tlu-on^h Zluu-sville, and Jewett horaine in- 
tercut.-d in this. 
H<> saw there was money in 
t' (' railway and nridc it a study.

ba.s been spoken of oft<'n. He owns one of 
tbe finest farms in (Jhio Just iMitside of Zanes- 
ville. 
It lies on tho Muskin;;uin river, and, 
when I visited it a year or two ago, it had 
$100,000 worth of line trotting horses in its 
stables. 
It was in charge of Jewett's son 
George, who, I believe, lives upon it still. 


I heard a queer story about Jewett's fight 
with opium not long since, which was told me 
by a Zanesville doctor. 
A fev/ years ago 
Jewett was thrown from his carriage, and his 
injuries ^vere such as to cause him great pain. 
On the advice of his physician he took opium 
to relieve this, and this opium was injected 
into his veins with a hyperdermic syringe. 
As he liegan to recover he found that his sys- 
tem was saturated with the opiate, and th§t 
he gi'ew almost wild when he did not use it 
He tried various means to cure himself of the 
api»tit-(>, but in vain. 
At last he decided up- 
on a trip to Europe. 
4s soon as the boat was 
well out to sea he took his syringe and opium 
and cast them overboard. 
Throughout the 
whole voyage he had a hard fight with him- 
self, but by the bracing sea air he was so in- 
vigorated that he was able to keep away from 
the surgeon, and by the time he reachetl Liver- 
pool he had regained his grip. 


It is wonderful how the interest in Mrs. 
Cleveland and all i:>ertaining to her keeps up. 
She is the gossip of Washington, and she ap- 
pears to be a success as the presi 'ent's wife. 
The drive past the president's home has be- 
come the popular one about the Capitol, and 
the road is crowded every evening with 
fashionable teams. 
The presid(Mit's country 
house is now guarded by a policeman, and 
people are not admitted without a i)ermit 


Th^ families of most of the prominent men 
have left the city, and Mrs. Endicott and 
Mrs. Vilas and Mrs. Hubbard are the only 
cabinet ladies who are still here. 
Secretary 
Endicott bas a very pleasant home on Six- 
teenth street on the hill of Scott's ciirle, 
above 
the White 
House, and it is much 
cooler here than further down in the city. 
I 
saw the secretary sitting on his front steps 
last night. 
He was dressed in light summer 
clothes and a Panama hat covered his gray 
hairs. 
He is a fine looking, clean cut man of 
medium size, with a rather rosy complexion 
and a mustache white as silver. 


I see that the indecent pictures in the cigar 
store wmdows advertising a brand of Rich- 
mond cigarettes are causing comment, and 
this remiiHls me of a story I heard about these 
pictures while I was at Richmond the other 
day. 
They are published as an advertising 
dodge by the largest factory in that city, and 
they do not repre.sent the girls employefl in 
the factory at all. 
They are photographs of 
New Jersey girls which the managor got 
while on a trip through the east, and which 
hehas publishefl as his employes. 
The gen- 
uine female cigai-ette makei-s rai.sed quite a 
row with the owners of the factory about the 
pictures, and they made him change the 
name of some of his brands in order that they 
may not be connected with them by tho 
photographs. 
Shortly after the publication 
of the pict ures the factory was overrun with 
caliei-s, who were anxious to go tbrough in 
order to see the pretty gii-ls whoso photos they 
saw in the cigar shops, and this increased to 
such an extejit that they are now forced to 
shut out all visitoi-s.

WASHINGTON, July 20.-Tlio interest in 


pension matters has increased with the presi- 
dent's vetotis, and I havo received a number 
of inquiries lately about tho pension bureau 
and its business. 
;:Ifc is1 one of tlie largest 


bureaus of the government, and.it employs 
over 1,500 clerks. It disburses about as much 
money every year as Jay Gould fa'worth, and 
it does its business in the largest brick build- 
ing in the world. . 
> • ' 
. 
. . . 


The new pension building Ig a curiosity in 


the way of modem architecture. It is mod- 
eled after tbe old Roman palaces of tho. Fif- 
teenth century, and is the only building :of 
its kind in America. . Most of the other gov- 
ernment buildings of Washington are after 
the Greek, and the interior department has a 
portico which is an exact reproduction of tho 
Parthenon nt : Athens.-. This .-.new pension 
building covers about two acres, of .ground, 
and it consists of a series of largo' rooms' run- 
ning around a great central court, and sur- 
mounted at the top with ft glass, roof. 
Ifc has 


three stories of. rooms, and the court in its 
center is as big as a ODe-acre field. It was in 
this great court that the inaugural ball was 
held, and here .will be hold, in all probability, 
the inaugural balls of the future. This court 
reminds ono of the grand square of St. Mark's, 
in Venice. It has arcades or cloisters running 
around its big iloor which make yon think of 
thu grand promenade which takes plaw 
nightly around the piazza of St. Mark's, in 
tho arcades by which ifc is bounded. 'But St. 
Mark's bas only the Italian sky to roof it, 
while this pension building is covered by a 
sky of glass, and can be lighted on the darkest 
night, by the blaze of the electric light This 
roof is supported by massive columns, each 
containing enough brick to build three two- 
story houses. 
They rise seventy-five feet 


from tho floor, and'ifc would IKS a good-sized 
hall bedroom indeed which could bo built 
around one of tbom. 
;. 


These columns will probably stand when 


time has thrown tho rest of tho building into 
niins, and it mny bo that thoy will bo tho 
.subject of antiquarian study..in tho future. 
Professor ItcrrUI, tho scientist ,who bus 
chargo of tlie building stones of tlio National 
museum, tells me that there is no m:tturial 
equal to that of brick for endurance,- and 1 hat 
brick will outlast marble or grauito. It is 
certain that many of tho ruins of, Rome con- 
tain bricks which aro in as good 'preservation 
as they were wuen that city ruled the world, 
and it may be that, those bricks o£ the new 
pension building will bo fighting tlie weather 
2,000 years from now, when perhaps tlio Cap- 
itol and tho treasury and tho Washington 
monument will havo crumbled into nothing- 
ness. 


Tbo outside of the pension ' building is of 


this red pressed brick, .with beautifully carved 
pieces of frieze hero .and there, and with 
brick columns at tho corners, as smooth ns 
though'they bad been cut out by a sculptor. 
Tlio doors aro capped with line mouldings, 
and the keystones of them are tho faces of 
mythological characters. 
Clear around tho 


second story, just under the windows, thero'is 
a wide band of yellow f riezeT mado up ot carved 
figures representing tho many scenes of arnry 
and naval warfare. 
Tho figures of this frieze 


aro full of action and are wonderfully life- 
like. Hero is a column of Infantry marching 
along, loaded with guns and kuupsacks. Nest 
comes tlio cavalry, the harass champing tho 
bit and their ridurs flourishing sabers. 
Then tho artillery drags its heavy cannon,' 
and in the nuxt section you may see bravo 
sailors dashing through tho waves at tho 
storming of a port. At another place horses 
are pulling ninhiilances, mules uro hauling 
supply wagons, and, in short, for Om 1,2(10 
feet surrounding this building there is ono 
continuous changing picture, in bus relief, of 
war scenes. This frieze is three feet wide, 
and it well represents tho life of those for 
whom tho building was built, 


A groat many of tho employes of the pen- 


sion department aro old soldiers, and quite a 
number of them hobble to thoir work on 
crutches. Many soldiers' widows ure em- 
ployed here, and at 4 o'clock you may see a, 
plentiful sprinkling of women in deep mourn- 
ing,.and. cripples, among the hundreds who 
rush forth at tho close of thoir work. Com- 
missioner Black ia himself badly cut up with 
wounds, though none of this shows in his faco 
or his figure. Ho is a very straight man, of 
medium size, with hair and beard which wero 
once dark, but are now fust becoming sil- 
vered. Ho has a pleasant face, n bright, blue 
eyii, and a rather stiff address. Ho is said to 
bo a man of tint) business ability, and tlioro is 
no doubt but that ho gets as much work out 
of tho (Mansion ollico clerks as any of the com- 
missioners of thfl past. Ho is now 4U years 
>ld, 1*3 a I'eiinsylvanian by birth, and has 
.HMMI an Illinois Democrat for aliout twenty 
years. Ho has never held a public otitco lx>- 
fore, but lias Itoeu a candidate for congress 
several times. 


Tho peii-sion olllco is full of relics, and its 


records contain many curiosities. I looked 
tho other day at tlio pension papers of James 
G. Ulaino'.s great-grandmother, which gave 
Sarah E. Hlaino a pension of §!iOU a year, 
from tho 4th of March, 16-18, for tlio services 
of Blame's great-grand father in UK) revolu- 
tionary war. 
I renti land win-rants, giving 


John A. Logan, in 18-l-S, ICO acres of land for 
his scrvicKt in the Mexican war; and I Jrx>ked 
at other land- warrants granted about this 
time to Abnilmm Lincoln, Frank Pierce, U. 
S. Grant, William T. Khorman and Jeff Da- 
vis. 
Grunt, was a second, lieutenant then; 


Atw Lincoln WHS a poor Illinois lawyer; JefE 
Davis was, I think, secretary of state at tho 
time his land warrant was grantxil, and To- 
cumseb Sherman wns a subordinate olllccr of 
tho anny with not tho best of prospects. Aim 
Fjincolii's claim is written in his own hand- 
writing, and ho received his land warnmt for 
his services in thu Hln.uk Hawk war. llolmrt 
E. I-iCt 
1, who was then at West Point, received 


NX) acres of land for his services in the Mex- 
ican war, and I saw also the papers of Gon. 
Scott asking for Imunty lands for his services 
inthownrof 1814 


Tho revolutionary relics of thu jxmslon 


ofllco would lw a valimlilo addition to any 
museum. They consist of orderly books, diaries 
and old Bibles which have boon sent hero to 
substantiate} tho claims of revolutionary sol- 
dim for pensions. 'The Bibles aro numbered 
by hundreds, and tlinrft must Im from live to 
tan bushels of tbom. Thoy contain tho fam- 
ily records of Koldiors and their heirs, and aro 
usod to establish tho identity of Mm pension- 
em. In revolutionary day* It wns tlio custom 
with our grandmothers to prick with a nocdlo 
thoir family history on cloth, or to embroider 
it on cauvns In what, worn called Nimplom 
Thora aro many of thoso hero, mid I doubt 
nnt. tlh: dosrtindants of tlio ix;oplu who sent 
thorn would (jlvo tho weight or Urn wunpluni 
In gold to havo them returned. 


Tlio old revolutionary i«iisloncrs aro fnat j 


passing away, mill tlioro Is no revolutionary 
•oldier who now receives n ]K>lision. Klvu 
: yiBim ago tlioro w«ro nfglit.y-two widows of

oni within another'five years, or ten years at 
tho furthest, th*> revolutionary war will prob- 
ably bo; blotted from our pension accounts. 
Many of tho soldiers of tlio lato war were 
very young men, but it is probablo that with- 
in seventy-five years from now there will not 
bo ono..jf them surviving, and our children 
will havo to seek some other outlet for tho' 
$00,000,000 which wo now pay out every year 
in pensions to them.. 


I: asked* Representative Tom Huyno, who 


posed, you remember, as Elaine's friend dur- 
ing tho last presidential campaign, to give me 
the elements of Blame's popularity.

Isee that Hugh J. Jewett has rented a 


house in Washington, and f hat he will have a 
residence here next September. Ho still holds 
his estate in Ohio, and it may be that he is 
expecting to drift back into political life. 
Hugh ;J. Jewett is a Maryland man by 
birth, and his father was a descendant from 
the Webster family, and was a relative of 
Daniel .Webster! His maternal grandfather 
was an Irish Catholic who became converted 
to Quakerism and who was a noted preacher 
of tho Society of Friends.

Throughout tho 
whole "voyage ho had a hard fight with him- 
self, but by tho bracing sea air ho was so in- 
vigorated that ho was able to keep away from 
tho surgeon, and by the time he reached Liver- 
pool ho had regained his grip. 


It Is wonderful how the interest in Mrs.

Secretary 
Endicott has a very pleasant homo on Six- 
teenth street on tho hill of Scott's circle, 
abovo tho White House, and it is much 
cooler here than further down in tho city. I 
saw the secretary sitting on his front steps 
last night. Ho was dressed in li;;ht hinnmor 
clothes and a Panama hat covered hi:i gray 
hairs. Ho is a fine looking, clean cut man of 
medium sine, with a rather rosy complexion 
and a mustache whito as .silver. 


I see th;it the indecent pictures in the cigar 


store windows advertising a brand of Rich- 
mond cigarettes are causing comment, and 
this reminds mo of a story I heard alHiuttheso 
pictures while I was at Richmond tho other 
day. Thoy are published as an advertising 
dodge by tho largest factory in Unit city, and 
they do not represent tho girls employed in 
tho factory at nil. Thoy aro pim!<igraphs of 
Now Jersey girls which tho nmimgur got 
while on u trip through the east, and which 
hohaspnblisliL-d as his employes. Tho gen- 
uine f (Him 1(3 cigarette makers raised quito a 
row with the owners of tho factory alwut tho 
pictures, and they made him change tho 
n.inio of some of his brands in order that thoy 
may not Iio connected with them by tho 
photographs. Shortly after tho publication 
of thii pictures tho factory was overrun with 
callers, who wore anxious to go through in 
order to KOO tho pretty girls whoso phntwithoy 
saw in the cigar shops, and this increased to 
such an extent that they are now forced to 
shut out all visitors.
